Tuesday* Nov. 10, 1830.—The Mouse met pursuant to adjournment. 

Ms Yeung presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Perry county, 
praying the passage of a law to prevent (lie evil prac'icc of horse raring 
in public highways, which was read and Said on the table. 

Mr Morton presented the memorial of Cdward Prince of Franklin coun¬ 
ty, praying the passage of a law to be relieved from the paunent of a cer¬ 
tain sum of money therein mentioned ; which was read and referred to the 
committee on propositions and grievances, to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Young presented the petition of Jillman K, C. Pool, ol Perry county, 
praying the passage of a iavv to legitimate certain persons therein named; 
which was read and referred to a select committee, consisting of Messrs 
Young, Gayle and King of Pon y, to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Shorlridgn presented the petition of -undry inhabitants of Tuscaloo¬ 
sa and St. Clair counties, praying the passage of a law to authorize John M. 
Garrett, to open a road and establish a ferry over the Coosa river, at said 
Garretts, in said county of St. Clair; which was read and laid on the table.

1 he question 
recurred on VI r Coopwood’s motion and carried. The resolution as amend¬ 
ed was then adopted. 

A message was received from the Senate,by Mr Lyon their Secretary: Mr 
Speaker—The Senate have adopted the following preamble and resolution, 
in which they desire your concurrence : Whereas it is desirable that SQme 
mode should he adopted by the two houses o( the General Assembly of this 
State, so as to facilitate the despatch of public business—And whereas, it i3 
believed hv the Senate that an interchange of bills and joint resolutions on 
their respective reading-, would in a great measure, promote this desirable 
eu ii.—Beit therefore resolved, with the concurrence of the Mouse ot Repre¬ 
sentatives, that a committee of three members on the part of the Senate, 
arid three members on the part of the H use of Representatives,be ap¬ 
pointed, whose duty it shall be to enter into, and come to some mutual un¬ 
derstanding. as to the interchange of bills and joint resolutions, and to re¬ 
port the same for the consideration of their respective houses, at as early

0 day a* practicable. They have appointed a committee on their part to 
consist of Messrs Pickett, Jackson and Garth. They concur in the resolu¬ 
tion ofyour honorable body,proposing the appointment of a joint committee 
to wait on his Excellency the Governor and inform him of the organization 
of (he two House- of the General Assembly,and of their readiness to receive 
any communication he may think proper to make, and have appointed on 
tilt i? part Messrs Morton, Pickett and Perry. 

Mr Coopwood moved that the resolution lie on the table,which was carried. 

M* Moore of M. offered the following resolution : Resolved) that a com* 
wrii o be appoint' r, oh the part of this House, to act with such committee 
n* tnay be appointed by the Senate, to memorialize the Congress of the 
United Sp-Pes in regard to the public lands, and the propriety of amending 
the law of Congress granting relief to the purchasers of low priced lands, 
and the justice of granting relief to occupants where more than two are 
settled on the same* quarter section or legal subdivision, with leave to re¬ 
po;: by inemona! or otherwise. Mr Coopvvood moved that the further con- 
si «b ration of the resolution he postponed till to-morrow; which was carried.

Mr M oolev, from the joint committee appointed on the part of this House 
to u u with the committee appointed on the part of the Senate, to wait on 
his Excellency the Governor, have performed that duty, and received for 
answer, that his Excellency will communicate at the hour of 12 o’clock to¬ 
day * 

Mr Coop wood offered the following resolution : Resolved, that a special 
committee be appointed with instructions to inquire rnlu the expediency of 
establishing a Branch of the Bank of toe State of Alabama at some suitable 
point in the feim^see Valley. Mr Clark moved to amend the resolution 
by smking out tha word* “a special committee be appointed with instruc¬ 
tion,” to insert in lieu thereof the words *’the committee on the State Bank 
be instructed,'’ which was carried. The resolution as amended was then 
adopted.

]\ { > Report from the Engineer Department of tire United States, of the plan of im¬ 
proving the Tennessee river, having been received, the President ordered General 
Ad so. to proceed by way of Washington City, and endeavour '•» obtain the reputt from 
the Board of Internal Improvement 

Doling the absence of General Adair {’about 20 th May last) l ieutenant Dumeste, 
of the United States Topographical Engineers, arrived in Alabama, with, the report 
of tire plan of improving that part of the Tennessee river between Florence and Wa¬ 
ter!” * : upon the receipt of which the President convened the Board at Athens on 
25 th (VIav last. By reference to the report which is hereto appended (marked A) it 
will appear h> b» j an elaborate and scientific production, and in every lespect entitled 
to the profound deffWence of this Board. The plan projected bv the United St iles 
Engineers, ermtemplates the improvement of the channel o the river, by dragging 
and blasting its bottom, and the erection of wall** and wing darns, wl»*n necessary tu 
obtain the requisite depth for steam boat navigation at low water. 

The time for commencing this work, limited by the act of Congress, granting cer¬ 
tain lauds to the State for this improvement, had already expired before the above 
Repos i was presented to the Board. Another act was passed on the 24 th of Ap.il 
last, extending the time to the fust of December next, with the requisitions of which 
act n then became an object of intense solicitude literally to comply. that so munifi¬ 
cent a donation should not he suffered to revert by reason of any neglect of duty on 
the part of t he Commissioners. One of the provisions of the above recited act of As¬ 
sembly , directing the manner of prosecuting the work, inquires that advertisements in¬ 
viting proposals from contractors, shall be published at h ast ninety days in sundry 
newspapers in other States, before any part of the line of improvement could lie put 
under contract , or, in other words, before such a commencement of the work cold be 
m »de as would comply with the terms of the grant. Tire spir it and intention of the 
law which requires advertisements to be published abroad, could only be observed 
In affording such a length of time for commencing the work, aftei letting the contracts, 
as would enable successful competitors Iron* a distance to return home, make the ne¬ 
cessary preparations, and bring on the necessaiy force and machinery, previous to 
the 1st of December. According to those views, the letting could not he delayed 
beyond the 20lh of Septembei 5 and that would allow but a scanty pittance 01 time to 
comi actors from other States to make the necessary arrange m ut* for commencing 
operations as contemplated by act of Congress. The short length ot time allowed 
between 25 th May and 1st December for advertising, letting out the work, and pre¬ 
paring to commence such important and difficult undertakings, placed the Commis¬ 
sioners in an unpleasant dilemma, for the waul of an expeiieneed Engineer to survey 
the line of improvement, divide the work into suitable sections, and estimate the 
cost ot each, previous 10 the letting. Although the Commissioners had a manuscript 
copy of the plan of improvement, then for the fust time laid beloie them, which they 
considered obligatory upon them, anjd although it exhibited minute and detailed ope¬ 
rations to be performed at the different points of obstruction, yet it was manifestly so 
inaccurate in the estimates of cost, and in other respects so incomplete, that it did 
not in the least contribute to obviate the embarrassment which the Commissioners 
then experienced. In this emergency the Commissioners deemed themselves lotru- 
nat« in being enabled to obtain the services of Lieutenant Dumeste, who was highly 
recommended to them as an Engineer, and who had received the express permission 
of the President of the United States to enter i<>to the service of die State if the Co*ri- 
mh'shniet s should desire him to take charge of this work. He had previously been 
attached to the 1 orps detailed for making the survey* and examinations of Tennessee 
%iver, aud was presumed to be beuer acquainted than a stranger with the views of 
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the United States Board of Internal Improvement, ir respect 1o the plan *■ and being 
animated with a sincere d sI»*-• <o d;;!lv to reciprocate the conflew <d the G*m>< rai 
(mver ummil, whose bounty bad j’,'» nish'd the mruii.s c.f prose* ofirrg the wm k, the

They ate, iiowevei, aware that the form of the 
dams and the specified workmanship for then eonstru* ti- .n, are of the most expensive 
description of dry masonry; and in their■ coutr HI, they have reserved to themselves

The disparity between the estimate!, of the Board of Internal Improvement and die 
contract pi ic.- for (he dragging and blasting, is still greater. For example, the Board 
estimated the whole cost ..f dragging and blasting the channel dpongb the o.hstiuc- 
tinns at f uscnmlna ami Big Buck Shoals, at the sum of $387,while the most favorable 
bills for those portions of the wmk amount to $15,000, -..pi the highest exceeds M32 - 
000 . It will he recollected that these estimates of iV quantity ot draggino and irlast- 
log were made by the cubic yard, both by the Board of Internal Improvement and by 
the hngmeer ot tiiis Board, while the coiitractors were required to propose fm the 
excavation of the channel to a specific width and depth.

I feel mysell irre¬ 
sistibly d \ n\vn to solicit the attention of (he Representatives of the public iiilrtesf^ 
ns far as tin i» b guim ite po.veis extend, to the gient Vvosk ot the disunion ol know- 
ledge among the people. Always lemimh'd of die pdlars on which rest the fabric 
of civil hbertv, viz. the intelligence and virtue found in the body oj the people, \X 
be- nines a sacied duty, in rims* win* are called to provide for the.gcmial welfare, to 
guard those points with a holy z«af. Vvhete all legitimate authority emu, at*s from 
dm erhz-ns, as in our happy V.-rm of government, we should tumble at even l ie 
antii ipation of the unnatural onion of ignorance and civil liberty; and when, gentle¬ 
men. we add dint it is die sentence of dm people that is final, not only on our hrhuis, 
but on all the civil regulations of die State, the importance of education and intelli¬ 
gence is completely and unequivocally developed. For the body of the citizens to 
ext-i-ri.se that happy control ove» die acts of their public servants, deemed one of the 
most important features in our political system, they must he capable of 

ting not only than privileges, but their lights and duties; otherwise anarchy on the 



one hand, and a fearful invasion and destruction of public liberty on tfie other, would, 
inevitably ensue. 

The people must be competent to judge between an invasion of theii liberties and 
the salutary restraints of order and law, or the first is but of ephemeral existence.

ot legislation : and here, gentlemen, permit me to offer you my sincere congratula¬ 
tions, on the flattering progress and tin* general state of our literary institutions• 
To the benevolent and patriotic mind, it cannot be otherwise than exhileratjog to 
see the rapid advancement of seminaries for sound and enlarged education, spread¬ 
ing over our country: excellent schools suited to every capacity, and means increas¬ 
ing daily, strongly evidencing that the fac* is already impressed upon the mind, that 
the increase of knowledge is the best security for sound public morality. 

In addition to tilts view, so gratify iug,permit me to express my most agreeable anti¬ 
cipations, of the great advantages we may hope to derive born our State Universify, 
to the-arly commencement of the operations of which we look with great solicitude, 
the edifices being n >vv nearly completed, in a style, though not extravagant, yet alto¬ 
gether elegant, fastv and useful : the original plans and workmanship evincing the 
superinh ndem e of architectural skill of the first order. Possessing, as this institu¬ 
tion does, tilt 1 most valuable endowments, and as it justly should, so great a share of 
the kind feelings and affections of our citizens of the State, it has created new claims 
to that affection and confidence of a character equally elevated, and in strict unison 
with die genius of other institutions, by the liberal spirit it lias evinced to extend 
th benefits of education to even the humblest of our citizens in regard to pecuniary 
menqp. By the report of a committee of the Trustees of the University upon that 
subject, a copy of which it is made my duty as President herewith to present, it 
niil he se* o with what benevolent feelings and .enlarged views, pointing to the im¬ 
provement of the destinies of our felhnv-creatures, they are impressed, when they 
propose to educate, free of charge, a certain number of the youth of each county, ac- 
e ndiug to its population, whose ciicumstanc.es in life would ^otherwise, peibaps, for¬ 
ever exclude them from the light of knowledge, and circumscribe their usefulness 
by a sphere com. aiatively limited. 


folia* principles contained »n that teport, permit me to invite your attention, 
wifn toe eaniestn.'ss and ?/ ;d which their magnitude and consonance with republi- 
e > principles, seem at once to claim and to justify. The adoption of such a plan 
will at least lend great facilities, if it does not, indeed, furnish the only effectual 
ni uns. for realizing that splendid destiny of the institution which already exists in 
th hopes of its h lends ; and will make ir, to adopt the language of the report, “what 
its name emphatically imposts, the University of Alabama'” It would also effectuate 
th* se liberal and enlarged views of the General Government, which its endowment 
was intended to subserve, hy calling into active usefulness those intellectual resources 
of the country, which otherwise might have remained undeveloped, and giving to 
the poor, by an equal diffusion of tlie blessings of education, at once the intelligence 
necessary to appreciate their rights, and the power and voice to vindicate them in 
the councils of the nation. 


While occupied in a delibernte'survey of the many important interests of the State, 
and solicitous to give efficiency to such a course of legislation as will secure their pre- 
sem enjoyment and future permanency, it becomes us, as practical men, to look with 
an inquiring eye to those channels, through which the benefits of every law, how 
wise so vei in its design, or politic in its tendency, must be eventually transmitted to 
the citizens at laige. It is in vain that patriotism may' guide our councils^ or wisdom 
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preside over onr public acts, if any radical defects' exist in tbe mode of administering 
the hues. And, pvrhaps, ox e .tnrf > wiSi justify the f.phmn. that from ;hi injudi¬ 
cious organization of the roons of justice, results will sometimes lie produced, ap¬ 
parently under the sanction of law, which both the spirit and letter ot do taw were 
designed emphatically to forbid. Bat the certainty of justice is not more important 
than Its speedv attainment. Tlva government would justly he looked upon as ty¬ 
rannical, which should deny its remedial interfereuee i i even its humblest subject, 
when his rights were illegally invaded «*r withhold. But to protract those remedies, 
and make, them const qm-mt upon a lorn/and pteearious couise of litigation, i*in 
a denial of justice to those, whose peeunimy means, or pacific temper, may 
unfit them for the exigencies of such an enterprise, ft is respectfully submitted to 
your sound discretion, vvbediejr the ;idvantages; rvre«'?ed to flmv from a vigorous and 
speedy administration of justice, are secured to the people by the present s tinc¬ 
ture of our courts: : <m.i windier that period ; mtheedy .adverted to by the constitu¬ 
tion. has not in fact anivedr When it hecefiv-s amr d»nv to hud to the administra¬ 
tion of the laws, those pmple facilities which in the opinion of many, would spiling 
from the establishment of u'sepaiate Supteme f.bmtt, <i a sepautte court having chan¬ 
cery jurisdiction.

* It shall be toe dut y of the General Assen^iy, .is soon as circumstances will permit, 
to hum a penal code founded on principles of t of notation, and n r>t of vindictive jus¬ 
tice. 7 Again, in l“>ee. I(), Art. I, the declaration of rights—“excessive bail shall 
not be required, nor excessive fines impose d, nor cimd punishment’ inflicted. ?> In 
the like iibeial spirit, tlie federal compart points emphatically to flip protection of 
the personal rights of the citizen*_as one of its prominent objects :-»-thos vve find it for¬ 
bidding the passage of hills of attainder, the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus, 
the exaction of unreasonable fines, and tin* b thetion of cruel and unusual punish 
titents. J hese, gentlemen, we should receive as powerful admonitions to us. and 
great incentives in this work of huurnity, Our criminal jurisprudence inflicts alike 
the punishment of death for the crime of forgery, however small and inconsiderable 
the amount involved, and murder , a crime of the highest magnitude known to the 
laws of civil society: thus by assigning to the minor shades of crime the punishment 
which is due oniy to the more aggravated cases, it furnishes <*ause of frequent itnpu- 
nitv, v here no doubt remains of the imputed guilt of the offender: for when tin pun¬ 
ishment bears no uatutfi! relation to the crime. the sense of its atrocity sometimes 
draws forth a sympathy for the culprit or offender, who seems to fall a victim, rather 



fhe nr of rcvenn\°. than at the sbrme of bus count r vs £ood. And it seems now 
to ! e h v the wisest* and <;*jvo 'sts, (hat Nip frequent occurrence of sari- 

gttinarv punishments does not posses that efficacy in preventing an infraction cfthe 
laws, which induced their enactment: the grand object of punishment being to up* 
Ii.dd the authnnfv of ih«’ laws,and to prevent crimes by an appeal to the fear- of 
men. If, in addition t<> the attainment of this desirable object, reformation can be 
annexed to the scheme, and the force of example made to operate on the offender 
himself, as ivell as to exert its influence upon society, so much the neater have we 
approached to perfection. Believing ns I do, that these gieat ends are more likeiv 
to be attained by the scheme of punishing crimes recognized by the penitentialy sys¬ 
tem, I hav» thought it n»v <In»x' to recommend it to your favorable consideration. 

In the exhibit which w ill shortly be presented of the operations of the State bank 
doting the past year, are contained^ he most indubitable evidences of its healthy and 
prosperous condition. Ii is a subject of proud felicitation to the people of out Stale, 
that while it has lent great facilities to commercial transactions, and obviated tunny 
cases of individual distress, its own credit, as at* institution, is becoming daily more 
fiunlv established, and its additions to the revenue more considerable.

good. The profits thus paid by out citizens does not pass into our State Bank, 
which would finally jesnlf to tin- advantage of the people ol the State* but into the 
Coffers <>f stockholders of a banking *-stablishint nt, a large portion of whom are citi¬ 
zens of foreign governmejrvs, and who cannot be presumed to cherish any farther 
regard for our country or its institutions, than the pecuniary advantages those indi¬ 
viduals may be able to derive {mm (heir existence. 


T ie Bank of the State <»f Alabama, justly the favorite institution of its citizens, is 
founded «>n capital stock purely the property of the people. Its concerns have been 
ably managed by citizens residing in the vicinity of its location, without compensa¬ 
tion, and with that scrupulous fidelity which entitles the institution to public confi¬ 
dence. The reports made by joint committees at each session of fhe General As¬ 
sembly. after the most rigorous investigation of its banking operations, prove most 
decisively the fidelity, industry,and capacity with which those operations are conduct¬ 
ed. In accordance with the provisions of the act entitled, an act to increase the capi¬ 
tal of the Batik of the State of Alabama, passed in 1828, authorizing one hundred 



thousand dollars of State stork to bo disposed of, and the proceeds to be added to the 
capita! stork of the Bank, I have the s;»ti>hction to inform thf-’ Legislative body, 
that the sum has been obtained from the Phoenix B mk of New York, without incur¬ 
ring the expense of an agency* and which sum, by the at»augments enteied into, is 
made payable to the drafts of the cashier of the Bank of dm State of Alabama, and 
consequently will command in favor of our institution a fair bunking premium. I 
feel it but an act of justice to acknowledge the agency of the President of our ’late 
Bank,the Comptroller, and State Tieasurer, in this economical arrangement so high¬ 
ly favorable to our State institution, and through whose agency the transaction has 
bee ft principally negotiated. 

VV 7 liih* in dm discharge of Uxgcutive duties, and calling the attention of the Legis¬ 
lative body to stu b portion ofniu politic.d afibirs as more immediately relate to the 
public welfare, I find myself compelled to print the attention of your body to the 
propriety of instructing (be Representatives of our Statein the Congress of the United 
States, to oppose the renewal of the present char ter of the Bank ol the United States; 
or if renewed, to cal) most determinedly for such restrictions as will prevent the es¬ 
tablishment of branches in any Slate without the consent of such State. That this 
mammoth institution has long beeifa just subject of alarm to a portion of our fir st in¬ 
fo* in* d and p i h intit* citizens, remains n*»t vow qoe>;tmtiable. Uhei islmd, fattened, and 
its powers enlarged b\ the constant deposite »;• all f Jie revenue <f the United States, 
the possession innudlv ol more than twenty milimns of dollars added to the capital 
of this institution, with ms branches oi aims extended over and through every State iu 
the Union, must give a power under certain diieclions, over our State institutions, not 
only unfriendly to their inutility existence, but our State sovereignty itself. Of its 
camicity lor eiippliog, nay. for crushing our Slate institutions of a similar kind, we 
have h srl snlii Sent proof. Whatever may be lts imposing claims ot a beneficial kindj 
not only its branches, but the parent bank, have fully exhibitiled to the country that 
it possesses evmv quality of similar monied institutions, with a power far beyond 
liny, or, indeed, edl id them, of doing evil. That this institution gives directly an im¬ 
mense power of patronage to dm Government of the United States, and even to in¬ 
dividuals high in office in that Govei m» ent, cannot he questioned. 1 liar this pa- 
tiunage am! power i- of a kind tiiat mac be readily and effectually directed iu a man- 
si ei hostile tf> our Slate sovereignly, and made subsm vieul to an accumulation of 
power never intended to he given or exercise d, is equally evident, ‘‘Give us patro- 
ui<p> and w'* will get power,was a replv that political discretion and that holy 
j. al-tusv. wish which the rhizeus ot a republic ought loiever to regard the movements 
ol even ii'goiniaie pnwcq and ought to record as a land-murk to gte.de them in thtPfr 
p dith al cue se. Adit money to pa*reuage, and such is the state ot human a (fairs, 
that the power and success of tin’ luti . becomes » fiectual. W liilsi we make the ac- 
km■ wledgeuivMit with regret, it would be worse than ignorance to shut out eyes to 
l i«f- sheer truth : let us then be admonished 4ry the ex-on pie ot other nations who have 
g-ioe before us, and arrest the evil beiore.it is.nvetwhelming. After all that can be 
s d : "I" this monied institution, by its warmest advocates, as necessary to our F ede- 
i b Government, wh.it is it but a tremendous machine, vvhicu tikes in a vast portion 
ot the products of the laboring classes, devouring the substance ot the poor to pf m* 
pur overgrown wealth, ; an indirect tax upon national industry, appropriated to 
tie-' porJdcts of id'c stockholders end unproductive capitalists . It is a matter of his¬ 
torical rccoid, that at the birth of tiiis institution, and at its resuscitation, it had to 
encmSnter the marked opposition of many of the first patriots and sages of our coun¬ 
try : and the very objections, as far as i have been able to learn, that, were uiged 
by those solid politicians, with an almost prophetic spirit, have since been but too 
fully realized; the visionary nature of which were loudly urged by the warm advo¬ 
cates of the bank. t ... , 

I cannot close this communication on the subject of our banking institutions, with¬ 
out again adverting to the circumstance of the performance of the duties of the Di¬ 
rectors of the State Bank, without compensation. Iu the infancy of the Bank, it wag 
doubtless prudent not to burthen it with an expensive administration; and in its 
greatest prosperity it is not intended to intimate that a rigid economy should not 
prevail. The public, however, ought not to wish the services of a body of its citi- 



zens, to be rendered for a series of yearsq without compensation. The Bank is now 
in a condition to puv for it* udministruiiioi out of its profits ; the propriety of provi¬ 
ding a itieit' oonrnai compensation, sufficient only to indemnify for the actual ex- 
pense inclined whilst engaged in the performance of directory duties, is respectfully 
submitted to your consideration. 

It is, perhaps, proper, and doe to the gentlemen who compose * lie directory, that I 
should stale, I*en not aware that in this particular I have anticipated the wishes of 
any gentleman, ami have no doubt rheir unbending patriotism will still prompt ileni 
to tb ready and faithful dis< barge of those dirties, wit front regard to personal sacrifice. 

It affords a subject of public congratulation, that the commencement of that gre^t 
national work, tie* Muscle Shoals Canal, is about to take place under the most fa¬ 
vorable auspices. Contracts for the entire completion of the iv a 1c within two years, 
from FI uence to Waterloo, where the? lowest obstruction is found- have been closed 
on terms mote favorable th-nt the oiosr saiiguine expectation authorized us to anlici- 
pate. A sufficient assn: aace »$ given, th.n the Toiuractors are of respectable stand¬ 
ing, practical skill, undoubted solvency, experience and energy. The amount to be 
expended by tit-'se contr icts comes within the estimate of the Engineers of the Uni¬ 
ted States; whose report upon ibis interesting fopie ? I herewith transmit. We feel 
justified ill anticipating the like favorable results, r»s regards the operations above 
Florence, and consequently in cherishing the sanguine calculation, that ail the high¬ 
ly important advantages <?•»■-it--mpk;»ed bv this great work of Inrmuul Improvement, 
ins'-.#!v» >g fit" r.) nmer.-id iu’ere^t of at !e ist > ; x sister States of this Union, will he 
ultimately realized, and the gr^ut objects filially consummated. 

I feel fully aware iha’. the proposed Canal connecting the waters of h(? Alabama 
liver with those of the Tennessee, will claim a due proportion of your Legislative 
deliberation*. It is upon great national objects of Internal Improvement, judiciously 
selected, and partaking truly of national character, the benefits of which are to lie 
widely diffused, and not circumscribed to a Unified sphere of operations, that we 
have a right to anticipate the fostering hand of the General Government in contribu¬ 
ting their aid in consummating then?. 

I have been recently advised by a communication addressed to the Executive De¬ 
partment, from the commissioners appointed by the act of last session, entitled “an 
act appointing commissioners ro.niark out a road through that part of Pike county 
now o>.copied l )\ me Creek Indians, and lor oilier purposes,** that the commission¬ 
ers, while attempting a fulfiim»nt of the objects of that law, were compelled to desist 
from a further prosecution of the work, by‘a large body ofarmed Indians. Although 
regarding this act of resistance to a power legally delegated, in the only light in 
which it could he viewed, as an outrage without pretexEor palliation, impugning 
alike the dignity and authority of the State, vet «he delicate relation subsisting be- 
tween us and the actors in lids lawless proceeding, the feelings of mutual jealousy 
and exasperation of which it his been a too iVuitlhl source, and still more, a regard 
fot that domestic q*. \v .ich is best preserved by a peaceable execution of the laws 
w ien practicable, imui.-h strong and to mv mmd not unworthy reasons, for withhold¬ 
ing lor a lime I In* idtecl appdeati >n of that physical force of which the Executive 
M Vf en n,Ule l K €( " ,s btudona! depostiorv. To 'minds unimproved, and rendered 
unduly sensitive to injury horn questions arising out of their local situation, it might 
be difficult to separate the idea of oppression from the lawful and prudent execution 
ot the powers of government in a mode that to them was unusual. And although the 
emp oyment of force may, under particular exigencies, become indispensable in seen* 
ring tie great objects of social life, yet it is to be regretted, aud always involves in 
smm t t giee a mortifying confession of the inadequacy ot those moral powers and 
pa a ic maxims, in the due cultivation of which alone government can expect to lay 
the foundation of its solid strength and permanent glory. 

1> IS bul l, jiisi exppsiton, however, of (he motives by which I was actuated in de¬ 
clining an immediate imerierence, to say, that had this violation of our laws occurred 
at a period wiieu a ready appeal could not have been made to a co-ordinate branch 
ot the government, no consideration of policy of this character, how ready soever 
to obtrude itself, would have weakened the sense of obligation, which claimed from 
rm discharge ot a conscientious duty. The stern and unbending execution of 



the laws whet) confided to a public functionary, has ever been esteemed by me a 
duty of too responsible a character, to find any obstacle in a speculative opinion of 
the policy ot the country; it it weie possible that an injury of any serious extent or 
long dura lion could result Ironi its neglect. But hopes were entertained from th$ 
early period at which your honorable body would assemble, after the receipt <>f the 
information before alluded t*», that your wisdom might provide some means of ob¬ 
viating the evil complained of, and render unnecessary any act which the most fasil- 
dious might deem equivocal or objectionable; and that your aid would be furnished 
to sustain the authority of the laws without violating, or seeming to violate, those 
engagements ol humanity which appertain to all whom the chances of fortune have 
placed in our power. As a means of removing any future inducement or pretext 
tor opposition to those laws, the policy of which cannot, in the growing condition of 
om country, be abandoned without a corresponding abandonment ofits best interest, 

I submit to the weed >m of the General Assembly, whether a regard to self presei vatiou 
on the or.e hand, and to justice and humanity on the other, does not recommend 
sud) a couise of legislation towards the Indians, included within the chartered limits 
ot our State, as would subject them to the same cidi duties with the rest of our citi- 
z ns, and place them cm,the same level with regard to rights and privileges; in other 
wards, as would extend to them tire character and appellation of citizens, with all. 
their train of immmiiies and obligation -. Simple justice would seem to dictate, 
dnt they should-not h** exempt from contributing their fair quota of labor, or other 
m*\nns. to the accomplishment of those necessary works in the benefits ot which 
they participate equally with us Besides, as the violations of law under such a 
st tb* ot legislation, it at ail occurring, would most probably he repressed in the pun- 
isli itont of in iwiduai delinquencies, the arm of state authority would only be seen 
as if employed the ordinary engines of remedial justice, and ail recourse might be 
tendered unnecessary to those more violent means, which, in the pursuit ol the best 
ends, could hardly fail to alarm the too jealous fears of our red brethren, and to 
disturb the quiet and repose of our own citizens. 

As i subject not only important in itself, but closely connected with the legisla¬ 
tion of the country, l feel it my duty to bring to your notice tiie present unfinished 
and exposed state of our State Capitol. For nearly t welve months past, this work, 
the pride of out Side, the admiration of strangers, and susceptible of being made 
an enduring monument of scientific, skill of its projector, and of the public spirit of 
his pattoiis, lias uudeigone a total suspension. On its present condition it is unne¬ 
cessary to dilate: that is visible to ‘he eyes of all. It is respectfully submitted to 
your impartial judgement, whether it would not be advisable to prosecute (be work 
to completion, in the like liberal spirit with which it was commenced : or should an 
expenditure of this amount ue deemed by your honorable body incompatible with 
tie* present pecuniary resources of the country, whether a proper regard to the strict 
jptmciples of economy, in the prospective completion, does not. imperiously recom¬ 
mend such improvements as ni iy be necessary to arrest the inevitable dilapidation 
oi time. A" small, very small, appropriation lor that purpose, and such as could not 
in any maunet embarrass the financial operations ol the !Maie, or add a perceptible 
weight to the burthens of the people, (against which it will be your duty care¬ 
fully to guard.) might still be most beneficially IVIt as twuxiiiury - to an accompii>h» 
meui of those designs, from which s<> much convenience lias resulted to our public 
officers, and so much honor to the State. 

It will be recollected that Congress will, at the ensuing session, act upon the bite 
census, in establishing the ratio by which tiie representation ol the different slates 
will be regulated for the ensuing term of ten years. I would submit to the wisdom 
ot the General Assembly the propriety of adopting-a prospective arrangement in 
relation to the formation of the new congressional districts, in anticipation ol the 
new ratio to be established under this census, by which means, the necessity of hav¬ 
ing an extra or called session of the General Assembly may be precluded. 

In pursuance of a resolution of the House of Representatives, adopted at the last 
session of the General Assembly, I severally addressed the Executives of all the 
States, in which the Penitentiary system has been adopted, requesting such practical 
hints on the subject of Penitentiaries, or houses of correction, as their operation 



within the states over which they presided, alight enable them to impart, particularly 
in sefer-nee to the i allowing h^ads : l, Hieir construction and government 2. What 
desirable modification* of (he criminal laws have they been the means of introduc¬ 
ing, or rendering practicable ? 3, Has their effect upon the revenue of the country 
been beneficial or otherwise? 4, ll *w far have they tended to diminish rhe amount 
ol crime, and what influence have they exerted on the morals of the community at 
lame ?

Whilst ‘^e acknowledged the lib uaiity of the General Government, and the ad¬ 
vantages a Horded to n portion of our citizens by us course of legislation at the last 
session of Congress, with inspect to the public lands, vve cannot but regret that the 
law should have been limited to so short a period with regard to occupants, and 
tint so far as it was designed for tle j relief of purchasers, lay cause should exist to 


charge it with a partial operation. If (as all in ist. admit) the lauds which were sold 
tot more than fourteen dollars per acre, were sold for a price greatly above their va¬ 
lue, it is t q. tally true, that the poorer iauds s+dling at a less price, did, under the same 
excitement, command from the purchaser, as much above their true value as the rich 
lands; and it is believed that the liberal spirit in which the Government acted in 
giving a patent to purchasers, for what had already been paid on high priced lands 4 
should be invoked dn behalf of the poorer classes of our citizens, who have paid 
equally high in proportion for poorer birds. It is also with profound regret, that 
the citizens of our section of the Union, have beheld the failure of the bill to 
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grndunfp ilie price of public lands, tfc. So flagrantly apparent must be this mea¬ 
sure, connected with the prosperity of the citizens of this section of the l-nioi:, so 
absolutely necessary for the public welfare, and so equally a sound policy in lh» 
General Government, that I cannot avoid suggesting to the legislative hodv, the pin* 
peety of an energetic appeal to the Goveri ftent of the Union r»n this important 
subject. If the solid wealth and strength of a nation consist, not innnesof laud in 
the public dormtiw, nor dollars in its cefier*, tad in the prosperity, happiness, and in¬ 
dependence of a brave, high minded and patriotic yeom>»t?:y. then f unr t hope the 
wisdom of the General Government w ill sooner 01 later listen to ihe representatives 
ct die people <m this impoitant topic. 

It would ’cquhe a suppression of feeling of which I fed mvself totally incapable, 
to omit coogt and.ding the fogislative bony on the late triumph of iibi ralprint iph s and 
the rights oj man , in a nation to whose w elfare the American people can non hi come 
itubfiejent. To die wot Id that nadon has no v presented a sublime moral spectacle, 
as usu-xpecleu it i>rpand ; and it is no improper lecolbcdon for a jtot natif rail 
pride, mat do iitneoiia} founders <*f ou« republic gave the first impetus to poiit cal 
pi incijdes, ami a theory of government founded * as the -acted and impej isjndde 
rmb's <1 man. hat must sooner or lat.r prevail over the degrading :ml unjust mon¬ 
archies and ff\si:,oiisnis of die globe; non * an we restrain the most (bdicaie sensa¬ 
tions of uainmal sensibility, ou a recoiled ion of the goat and good man who has 
borne such a conspicuous part in the r egoteraiioo of I ranee. i Th< nation^ groT* 
lias fail I y redeemed the pledges given thiough • long and meritorious life, of his sa¬ 
cred devotion to liberal print tpcs and the rights of man: audit is wifli national 
delight we behold the Patriarch of La Grange, the adopt* d son of Colombia, die 
father of his countrv, dm companion and friend of Washington, pass ou through 
the evening of |;;> eventful da vs. s unrounded with * halo o* virtue and glory.

To your wisdom I cheerfully commit the sacred de¬ 
posits, knowing it will be guarded with *t vigilance proportioned to its worth: and 
shall only add, toy 55 e dons desite and exhilarating hope, that the labors on which 
you ate now entering, may !>♦* long felt and acknowledged, by *>ur common country, 
as monuments of your wisdom, fidelity)and patriotism.

Mr Lawler moved that said report lie on the table, and five hundred 
copies be printed for the use of this House ; which was carried. 

The same committee reported a bill to he entitled an act to extend the 
jurisdiction of the State of Alabama over the territory, according to the 
geographical bounda ries within the limits of said 'State, and for os her pur¬ 
poses; which was read a first time and laid on the table. Ordered, that 
seventy-five copies be printed for the use of this House. 

Mr Mardis* from the committee on Indians and Indian affairs, to whom 
was referred a resolution instructing them to inquire into the expediency 
of extending the laws of this State over the different Indian tribes within 
the chartered limits of the same, and to inquire into the expediency of 
requiring by law, that where an Indian is sued, that the consideration shall 
be proved by two disinterested witnesses, reported that the objects of the 
resolution are embraced by a bill now before the House, there!ore, ask 
leave' to be discharged from the further consideration oi the subject; which 
was granted. 

The.same committee to which was referred thg bill entitled an act to 
authorize Jesse Deering and Philip Brothers, of the county of St Clair, 
to turnpike a certain road therein named, reported the same without 
amendment.

equal powers with said Judge, in the matters suggested in the petition, 
were prevented from acting in consequence of improper practices, and un¬ 
due influence of said William H Ragsdale. Your committee therefore, 
respectfully ask to be discharged from the further consideration of said 
petition ; which was granted. 

The same corn mittee, to whr m wa referred the nen onal of Asa Hodges, 
asking an investigation into the official conduct of Matthew C. Houston, 
register of the Orphans* Court of Morgan county ; and also, into the offi¬ 
cial conduct of Charles W. Peters, Judge of the County Court of Mor¬ 
gan county; reported that the matters alleged in the memorial, call for 
the investigation of this House, and recommend that a committee be ap¬ 
pointed for that purpose; whereupon messrs Young, Cook, Willett, Her¬ 
bert King of J. Mardis, Riddle, Clark and Shortridge, were appointed 
said committee.

The special committee, to whom was refected that paft of the Governor's Mes¬ 
sage which relates to the Tatifif, and the Resolution'clheriiing the Committee to in¬ 
tone titto the expediettcy of'.the continuance of the system of appropri itions for 
the purpose of Internal Improvement by the Ge.neial Government, have had the 
same tinder consideration, and make the following Report: 

That? with regret they are .compelled to say, front a full and dispassionate survey 
of the policy pursued by tire Federal Government, that it is.their vle-n conviction, 
in regard to the subject under consideration, that the spirit of the Constitution has 
been greatly disregarded; and they are lyd to this conclusion more especially from 
a short retrospective view of the operations of the Government. 1? cannot have 
escaped the attention of every observer, for it is matter of history, that soon after 
the formation of our federal compact, two political parties sprung up. On * party 
advocated a restrictive or literal construction of the Constitution ; the other party 
contended for an enlarged construction. The prosperity of the government has 
been more or less marked, as* the one or the other party train*d the ascendancy. 
Under the doctrine of restrictive construe tion, the State and Federal Governments 
have had no collisions. The freedom of industry and of the press have been re¬ 
spected ; pribtic servants were held to a strict accountability; whilst strict economy 
was observed in the operations of every department of the Federal Government ; 
arid the people, happy and attached fo the government ol their choice, pursued 
their avocations with uncertainty of success, knowing that they would reap the 
profits of their toil, fearing no legal interpositions. But a melancholy reverse is 
the result, when we look to the practice of the government under the doctrine ot 
enlarged construction The alien and sedition buys are the (mils of this policy ; 
and very recently we beheld the Constitution so construed as to enable Congress to 
regulate the labor of the country. Under pretence of raising a revenue, the interests 
of manufacturers are built up at the expense of the other interests of the community. 
We havi t» seen immense sums raised (':ura the substance of the whole community, 
and 'appropriated for Internal Improvement, benefiting a part only, and that which 
furnished the least proportion of the contribution. It is under this enlarged construc¬ 
tion, that tire u American System” exists, and is forced upon the people of the 
South, which causes so much discontent to pervade the country. But the majority, 
feeling their strength, have marched on from implication to precedent, until they 
claim it as the settled policy of the Government, under the Constitution. 1 he mi¬ 
nority have complained, remonstrated,' ent.eated, and almost threatened; yet 
murmuring* Hud rciiioustranc.es have been met with cold indifieteuce, and further 
enlarged constructions of the Constitution* Theiehne, that the vibws of the Le¬ 
gislature of the State of Alabama maybe fully known, and deiihoiately expressed, 
your committee recommend the adoption of the following Resolutions : 

Resolved, That the several acts of C ongress, which are termed the I arid Acts, 
and more especially that of 1828*, bear oppressively and unjustly upon the agricul¬ 
tural, commercial, and shipping interests of our country, and are violations ot the 
principles of equality, acting as homilies on certain classes of industry, and as pro¬ 
hibitions on others.

Mr Williams presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Tusca¬ 
loosa county, on the subject of opening a read, and establishing a ferry 
on the Black Warrior ; which was read and referred to the committee on 
roads, bridges and ferries. 

Mr Riddle presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Greene coun¬ 
ty j praying the passage of a laty to establish a certain election precinct 
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therein named; which was read and referred to the committee on privi¬ 
leges and elections. 

Mr . Young, from the committee on inland navigation, to whom was re¬ 
ferred the petition of sundry inhabitants of Bibb county, praying for per¬ 
mission to Samuel Woodruff, to erect a grist mill, cotton gin and thrasher 
on Cahawba river, reported a bill to be entitled an act to authorize Sa¬ 
muel Woodruff to erect a mill and other water works on Cahawba river ; 
which was read a first time and ordered to be read a second time on Mon¬ 
day next. 

Mr Taylor, from the military committee to which was referred the bill 
entitled an act to form a certain company beat in Dale county, reported 
the bill back to the House and recommend the passage of such a law. Mr 
Ward moved that the bill and report lie on the table; which was carried. 

Mr Taylor, from the military committee to whom was referred the ac¬ 
count of Thomas Mprong of Dallas county, reported a bill to be entitled 
an act to compensate Thomas Morong for certain services therein men¬ 
tioned ; which was read a first time and ordered to be read a second time 
on Monday next. 

Mr Clark, from the committee on propositions and grievances to whom 
was re-committed the claims of John Cantley for provisions furnished 
by him as jailer of Jefferson county, to certain prisoners while confined in 
the jail of said county, reported a bill to be entitled an act making an ap¬ 
propriation for the payment of J. Cantley, jailor of Jefferson county; 
which was read a first time and ordered to be read a second time on Mon¬ 
day next. 

Mr Hudson, from the committee on propositions and grievances to 
whom was referred the several claims of Col John Lawler, of Shelby coun¬ 
ty, for services in transporting public arms from Tuscaloosa to Columbia, 
in Shelby county ; of James Shelton for hauling said arms ; and of Wm. 
Baker for house rent for said arms and keeping them in order, reported 
that the allowance of said claims or any part of either of them would be 
improper and unreasonable. Mr Hudson moved that the House concur 
in said report. The previous question was called for by mr Hudson. 
The previous question was then demanded by a majority of the members 
piesent; when the said previous question was put, viz: Shall the main 
question be now put ? and passed in the affirmative. The main question 
was on mr Hudson's motion to concur, and lost. Yeas 17—Nays 48. 

The yens and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative are messrs 
Brown, Chiles, Clark, Conner, Coopwood, Dubose, Dillahunty, Hull, Hudson, Kil¬ 
patrick, Langford, M’Vay, Rather, Riddle, Scott, Walker and Young.

Mr Mardis then moved to recommit the claims to the military commit¬ 
tee, with instructions to make a reasonable allowance to the individuals ; 
which was carried. 

It being 12 o'clock, mr Moore of M. moved to suspend the orders of 
the day ; which was carried. 

On motion of mr Young: Resolved , that the select committee appointed 
to investigate the official conduct of the judge of the‘ County Court of 
Morgan county and the clerk of the same court, be authorized to appoint 
a messenger to serve notices and subpoenas, and to send for persons and 
papers, if they shall deem it necessary. 
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Mr Moore of M. from the select committee to whom was recommitted 
the memorial to the Congress of the United States in relation to public 
lands, reported the following amendment: your memorialists cannot clc^e 
this application to your honorable body for relief without renewing the 
request, that all persons that have paid the purchase money for lands 
bought by them and paid for without the deduction of 37 1-2 per cent on 
the sum paid, may be allowed the amount over paid in scrip, which shall 
be receivable in any of the land offices in this State ; which was adopted. 
Mr Baker moved to amend the memorial by striking out the words the 
poorer class , to insert a large portion; which was carried. Mr Baker 
moved further to amend the memorial with the following : And your me* 
morialists would further represent, that in this State there are a large 
number of individuals wholly unable to purchase over forty acres of land 
at the minimum price, the necessary consequence of which is, that such 
individuals are settled on the poorest kind of land, which not affording 
sufficient inducement for any one to purchase, give to them temporary 
homes. The continuance of this class of individuals'in such situation, is 
in opposition to the future prosperity of the country and must doubtless 
be contrary to that liberal policy which should influence all governments. 
Your memorialists would therefore suggest to your honorable body, the 
policy of granting such individuals the right to enter forty acres of any 
land once offered for sale and now liable to entry, without any other ex¬ 
pense than the office fees ; which was adopted. The memorial as amend¬ 
ed was then adopted. Ordered , that the same be sent to the Senate for 
their concurrence. 

The House resumed the consideration of mr Roberts’ amendment to the 
resolutions in favor of the continuance of the transportation of the mail on 
Sunday. 

Mr Clark called for the previous question, which call was rejected by 
the House. 

Mr Young moved that the resolution be referred to a select committee; 
which carried. Yeas 42— Nays 25.

Mr Young called up the bill entitled an act to organize a separate Su¬ 
preme Court; it was then placed among the orders of the day. 

Mr Taylor called up the report on the subject of selling the public fer¬ 
ries at the town of Cahawba ; it was then placed among the orders of the 
day.

per to establish said roads, or either of them, to report a bill requiting 
the board of internal improvement to cause surveys to be made witnout 
delay, and to appropriate a sum from the three per cent fund, for the pur¬ 
pose of constructing said roads, so that tney shad oe at ail tunes in oraei 
for the transportation ot the mail stages. Mr Coopwood moved to post¬ 
pone the further consideration of the resolution until Monday next; which 

was carried. ^

Bills of the following titles, to wit: An act to ame%d the several acts 
in relation to the compensa t ion of the petit jurors in the counties of Henry 
and Dale; and an act to amend an act entitled an act to incorporate the 
town of Belle Ton te, in the county of Jackson, were severally read a se¬ 
cond time and ordered to he engrossetl for a third reading on Monday next.

I also lay before your honorable bodv resolutions adopted bv the General Assem¬ 
bly of tiie State of Mississippi, asserting the light ol the State to all the public do¬ 
main within her chartered limits. 

At the request of the publisher I herewith transmit you his address, soliciting pub¬ 
lic patronage to a work styled the debates m convention upon the adoption ol the 
Federal Constitution. As also a letter from the Trustees of the Rhode Island His¬ 
torical Society, proposing a union in views and opeiations in procuring authentic do¬ 
cuments relative to the early history of our country. 

These topics having received the" favorable consideration of other deliberative as¬ 
semblies, 1 have thought proper in compliance with the request ol those by whom they 
have been forwarded, to lay them before your honorable body, that you may judge 
of their merit.

The Hon. the Speaker and members of the House of Representatives, 

Gentlemen : I herewith transmit you a communication from the Adjutant an' In¬ 
spector General of the State; as also one from Major General John Brahan.of the 
1st division, suggesting certain modifications in the militia laws of this Stale. 

That our laws need revision in many particulars relative to the militia, in order 
to render that force efficient, and to constitute it what it is nominally called, the 
powerful arm of defence and protection, cannot admit of a doubt. 

It must also be evident, that our State has sustained a great loss in the just pro¬ 
portion of arms to which siie is entitled, by our own omission and nejtect in furnish¬ 
ing the correct returns of the actual military strength and conditio’’ of our State.— 
Great and powerful as may be the ingredient of thorough disciyime hi constituting 
the militia of the country, the great bulwark of her defence; v-t I humbly conceive, 
that it is much more important that arms should be placed'*!) the hands of every 
militiaman. I, therefore, submit to your legislative consideration, the propriety of 
adopting such enactments as will be certain to coerce frrm the proper returning offi¬ 
cers, full and complete returns of the actual strengthand condition of the militia, 
together with other provisions of a character calculated to effectuate the objects 
contemplated by the communications 'Herewith transmitted. 

I again submit to your wisdom, whether the present salary allowed for the im¬ 
portant, responsible and arduous duties requied to be performed by the Adjutant 
and Inspector General, can be viewed as an adequate compensation for that officer. 

I am, with regard, your most obedient servant, GABRIEL MOORE.

Your committee, 
from the powers vested in the Governor, are of opinion that that officer 
has all the requisite powers, and is the proper source from whence should 
proceed all orders to carry the laws into execution. The committee 
therefore, deem it inexpedient and unnecessary to legislate upon the sub¬ 
ject, and ask leave to be discharged from the further consideration of the 
subject; which was granted. 

The same committee, to which was referred a resolution requiring them 
to inquire into the expediency of enacting a law, making it the duty of 
such platoon officers of the militia of this State, within six months 
after being commissioned to equip themselves with lull and complete uni¬ 
form, reported that it is inexpedient to legislate on the subject ; in which 
report the House concurred.

Bills from the Senate of the following titles, to wit: an act to authorize 
William Jordan to keep a ferry on Bassett’s creek without a license; anch 
an act to establish a public ferry in the county of Madison, were severally 
read and Ordered to a second reading to-morrow. 

The bill from the Senate entitled an act for the relief of the tax collector 
of Wilcox county, was read a first time : and the rule requiring bills to be 
read on three several days being dispensed with, it was then read a 2d time 
forthwith. Mr Brown moved that the hill be referred to the committee on 


piopositions and grievances; which was carried. 

Mr 'Hu'dson, from the committee on propositions and grievances to which 
was referred the certificate of the judge and commissioners of revenue and 
roads of Blount county, certifying lists of insolvencies and improper assess¬ 
ments allowed to Caleb Murphree, tax collector for that county, for the 
years 1827 and 1828, reported that said insolvencies so far as the State is 


concerned, ought to be allowed, and that they recommend that the same be 
referred to the.committee on accounts to report an appropriation therefor. 
Mr Hudson moved that the account be referred to the committee on ac¬ 


counts with instructions to make the allowance claimed ; which was carried. 

Mr Hudson,Trom the committee on propositions and grievances to whom 
was referred a bill to he entitled an act to authorize the emancipation of 
certain slave? therein named; as also the petitions of Solomon Spence, 
Daniel M‘Leod, Winslow Foster and R. D. Shackleford, praying the eman¬ 
cipation of slaves, reported the same with an amendment; in which amend¬ 
ment the .House concurred. The bill was then ordered to be engrossed for 
a third reading to-morrow. 

Mr Hudson made the following report: The committee on propositions 
and grievances to whom was referred the petition of Collin Bishop, repre¬ 
senting his services in the Creek war, and his loss of health by reason of 
said service, and praying for the passage of a Jaw allowing him the privilege 
ofselling by auction sales or otherwise, such goods as he may from time to 
time be enabled to purchase, free from taxation, in the several counties in 
this State, have according to order had said petition under consideration, 
and are of opinion that the loss of health by the petitioner while in his coun¬ 
try’s service, and the subsequent continuation of low health from that cause 
presents a fit case .to authorize the grant of an exclusive privilege. 

The same committee reported a bill to be entitled an act for the relief of 
Collin.Bishop; which was read a first time : and the rule requiring bills to 
be read tin three several days being dispensed with, it was read a second 
time forthwith, and referred to the judiciary committee with instructions to 
report to-morrow.

The same committee to whom was referred a resolution instructing them 
to inquire into the expediency of regulating by law the rates of wharfage in 
the city of Mobile, reported a bill to be entitled an act to regulate the rates 
of wharfage in the city of Mobile ; which was read a first time: and the rule 
requiring bills to be read on three several days being dispensed with, it was 
read a second time forthwith, and referred to the judiciary committee. 

Mr Lawler, from the committee on roads, bridges and ferries, to which 
was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Shelby cmmty, praying the 
passage of an act amendatory of an act therein mentioned, reported a bill to 
be entitled an act to amend an a6t entitled an act to establish a road from 
MUtfurray’s old saw mill on Shades creek in Jefferson county, to ChacA/l/un- 
diene’s, in Shelby county; which was read a 1st time and the rule requiring 
bills to be read on three several days being dispensed with, it was read a se¬ 
cond time forthwith, and the rule being further dispensed with, the bill was 
considered as engrossed and read a 3d time forthwith and passed. Ordered , 
that the title be as aforesaid. Ordered , that the same be sent to the Senate 
fof their concurrence. 

Mv Durand, from the committee on inland navigation to which was refer¬ 
red the bill entitled an act to authorize James Vest, of Morgan county, to 
erect a dam across Flint river, in said county, reported the same without 
amendment: and the rule requiring bills to be read on three several days 
being dispensed with, the bill was considered as engrossed, and read a third 
time forthwith and passed. Ordered , that the title be as aforesaid. Ordered , 
that the same be sent to the Senate for their concurrence. 

Mr Speaker laid before the House the memorial of George N. Stewart in 
relation to the reports of the decisions of the Supreme Court; which was 
read and referred to the judiciary committee, to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Rather, from the committee on privileges and elections to which was 
recommitted a bill to be entitled an act to discontinue and establish certain 
election precincts therein specified, reported a substitute in lieu thereof.— 
Mr Coopwood moved that the bill lie on the table ; which was lost. The 
bill was postponed and made the special order of the day for to-morrow.

Mr Gayle, from the select committee to which was referred the memo¬ 
rial of Samuel Pickens, late comptroller of public accounts, reported a 
bill to be entitled an act to make an appropriation therein named ; which 
was read, and the rule requiring bills to be read on three several days be¬ 
ing dispensed with, the bill,w as then read a second time forthwith. Mr 
Roberts moved that the bill be referred to the committee on ways and 
means; which was lost. Mr Gayle moved that it be read a third time 
forthwith ; which was lost. Mr Moore of M. moved to commit it to the 
committee on accounts, with instructions to make the allowance as claim¬ 
ed ; which was lost. The bill was then ordered to be engrossed and made 
the special order of the day for Wednesday next. 

^Mr Gayle made the following report: The committee on education to 
which was referred so much of the message of his Excellency as relates to 
the circular of the board of trustees of the Rhode Island historical society, 
have had the same under consideration, and entertain the most favorable 
views of the sentiments contained in the said circular. The particular 



object of the society is highly laudable, being- no other than to obtain do¬ 
cuments from England to assist in forming a correct history of the earlv 
settlement of our common country. ' Y 

The same committee, reported a joint resolution instructing our Sena¬ 
tors and asking our Representatives in Congress, to afford their aid to the 
Khode Island historical society, to enable them to obtain from England 
such documents as relates to the early histoiy of the United States ;\vhich 
was read. Mr Coop wood moved that the 'further consideration’ of the 
resolution be postponed to the 1st day of March next; which was carried. 

MrMardis, from the select committee to which was referred a resolu¬ 
tion lequiring them to inquire into the expediency of passing a prospective 
law la\ ing off this Slate into additional Congressional districts, reported 
a bill to he entitled an act to provide for thy hoi a mg an election for Rep¬ 
resentatives to Congress, and for other purposes ; which was read; and the 
ruje 1 equiring bills to be read on three several days being dispensed with, 
it was read a second time forthwith and referred to a select committee to 
consist of seven members, whereupon messrs Coopwood, Moore of Mb

Vour commitpee will onlv notice some o* the prominent points which 
are involved in f tie mbjeci matter, and which have induced them to the conclusion, that 
the Stale O’. Alabama is 'he sole and exclusive owner cf the lands in question. The de¬ 
claration of the 4th of July. '70, declared the States not only ind-pen lent of the crown of 
Great Britain, but. u’*$o independent of e-eb other; and the treaty of was only a com¬ 
pulsion of Great Britain to an acknowledgement ot that, light. Uy the establishment of 
their independence, the-States became owners of the soil, and umweign within their re¬ 
spective limits in 1770, the time at which the right o l soil passed to the States respec¬ 
tively, there was not even a confederated head. Each State was a distinct sovereignty ; 
and had they so chosen, might have continued, find the Union not taken place, no doubt 
can exist but that each State would have retained to. herself the ownership of the soil 
within its respective hounds. The confederation did not take place until ’77; and no 
powers were then conferred exeeig those expressly delegated. The object in forming 
the confederacy, was for the purposes of the .common defence ; and every power neccssa 
ry tor that object was given. But those powers were not left to conjecture. It was ex¬ 
pressly declared, that no powers were given but tiio-e expressly named. Your commit¬ 
tee look in vain among (cose delegations of power, for the article which conveys to the 
General Government the right of soil; but they confess their search has been fruitless.

To provide for the citizen:' of the country, and fcdopt mea¬ 
sures lor the improvement of it. is not onlv the provim<\ but the rbiiy oi\ sovereign. To 
the Slate of Alabama, in her sovereign character, wo -) (lie citizen look for protection, 
and ail advancement of his condition. On the State depends its own future improvement,

waste lands is a desirable object ; and under the direcii n of the State, that object could 
Boon be accomplished. U is not only good policy, but a law of nature, that man should 
have the earth to till; and on a$ easy terms as possible. A sovereign acting on these 
principles, would divide out the public lands so as to ensure its speedy and dense papula- 
lion. The State of Alabama acting in good faith to it3 citizens, would so do; but is pre- 
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vented by a more sovereign sovereign !! To admit the right in the General Govern¬ 
ment, is also to admit that the public lands might, for, all time to come, continue waste ; 
and that Congress has the power to cripple a sovereign State, in all its attempts at im¬ 
provement Suppose Congress should refuse ever to sell any more of the public lands, 
or even to permit its settlement, would not the State be materially injured ? and would 
not the extraordinary fact be presented, ofone sovereign controlled in his empire by ano¬ 
ther sovereign, and each claiming to be independent ? By no principle of the law o{ na¬ 
tions, as laid down in Y r attel, can a State be said to be sovereign, which lias not the two 
attributes of soil and jurisdiction; and if the General Government has the right of soil in 
the State of Alabama, so tar from being a free, sovereign, and independent State, she is 
in mere colonial dependence on the government. 

That neither Congress nor th.a thirteen old States regaided the crown lauds as passing 
to the government, by the treaty of peace in is evident, from the recommendations of 
Congress to the States in relation to those lands, and the cession by States, and accep¬ 
tances by” Congress of them. The cession by Virginia of the northwestern tenitory ; by 
N. Carolina, of Tennessee; and by Georgia, of all her territory from the Chattahoochie 
to the Mississippi rivers, furnishes to your committee conclusive testimony that Congress 
regarded the right of soil as in (lie States, and that the States themselves never regaided 
it in any other light. And this brings them to the consideration of the cession made by 
Georgia in 1802. 

The inducement to the cession should first be inquired into, so f-s to arrive sta correct 
understanding of the agreement iisetf. The vast extent of country inhabited by savages, 
extending to the river Mississippi, owned by the Stale of Georgia, admonished that State 
that its formation into distiuct sovereignties could not be e/fecied without the agency of 
the General Government. Congress could not fo»m a new State of the territory, with¬ 
out the consent of Georgia; and Georgia could not form and admit a State into the Union. 
The Indian title to the soil could also not be destroyed, except hy treaty; and the treaty- 
making poweT had by common consent been vested in the government; hence the neces¬ 
sity of a cession by Georgia to the United States. The terms ot the agreement secured 
to Georgia a sufficient pecuniary compensation, and the great advantages to be derived 
from the formation of new States were no less moving inducements. Jn the act of ces¬ 
sion, Georgia did not leave the General Government free to form a new State of the ced¬ 
ed territory, on the terms she might think proper; but by the 5th section of the 18th ar¬ 
ticle of the articles of agreement, expressly stipulated, that when the territory should 
have sixty thousand free inhabitants it should be admitted into the Union upon the same 
footing with the thirteen old States. The act for the admission of Alabama into the Union, 
declares it to be upon the^ same footing with the old Stales. But .your committee find 
that particular concessions were required as prerequisites to that admission—concessions 
in violation of the act of cession bv Georgia, and in opposition to the Constitution of the 
United States. The thirteen old States had, as already shewn, the undoubted right to 
the soil; but the act for the admission of Alabama into the Union, required that ifiis Sta>e 
should disclaim all right and title to the waste lands within her territory. With this re¬ 
striction imposed upon her, if binding on the State, could Alabama be said to have been 
admitted into the Union in accordance with either (he Constitution or the act of cession 
by Georgia? Previous to Alabama's acquiring 60.000 free inhabitants, the title of the 
soil was vested in the Genera! Government in trust for the payment of tlie expenses in¬ 
curred by the pnrehase from'Georgia, and for the State, when she should throw off the 
shackles of territorial dependence. The moment Alabama was admitted inlo the Union, 
all right of the Government as trustee in the soil ceased ; and that right, under the Con¬ 
stitution, became vested in the Slate government. The first part of the condition as trus¬ 
tee, *‘the defraying the expenses incurred by the purchase,” has been accomplished ; the 
latter part, however, of the trust, conveying the lands to the State government, lias n6t 
been complied with. 

Your Committee would not be understood to intimate, that this State has not been ad¬ 
mitted into the Union as a free, sovereign, aad independent State. Ail they intend is. 
that Congress, in the act of admission, made requirements in violation of the Constitu¬ 
tion; but which, being unconstitutional, arc consequently null and void ; and that the 
act, so far as it follows the Constitution, is binding. The Government of the United 
States was formed for special purposes; aud not having acquired the right of soil, in op¬ 
position to the old States, could not acquire it by gift, grant, or purchase from (he new 
Slates. The State of Georgia could not have conveyed to the Government a fee simple 
title in the soil, for that would be depriving the Stale to be formed, of one of the attri¬ 
butes of sovereignty; neither can the State convey this title. A State cannot commit 
suicide, in other words, it cannot give or contract away any quality by which its sove¬ 
reignty would be destroyed. It can legally do nothing which would interfere with the 
constitutional rights of the citizens. Nor can the General Government acquire this 
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right, by the passage of laws at the time of the territorial government; for that would 
be the creating a power for its own benefit in opposition to the Constitution, and to the 
destruction of the condition of cession. 

Bui, il is argued, that the condition for the admission of this State into the Union, 
was the cession of the waste lands; and that the Convention accepted of the condition. 
We have shewn, that the State could not convey, and the necessary consequence is, the 
Creneral Government could not accept. But suppose the State could convey, can Con¬ 
gress now exact that which was unconstitutionally demanded and obtained. If the State, 
at the time of its admission, was entitled to be so without the condition, is the uncon¬ 
stitutional exaction by Congress to be binding on the Slate? Or, to illustrate the pro¬ 
position, suppose Congress had conditioned, as a prerequisite to the State's admission, 
that all negroes should be emancipated, and the Convention had accepted of the condi¬ 
tion, will any one contend that the condition would be binding ? If it would not, how 
can it be contended, that the present condition in relation to the lands is so? Ycur Com¬ 
mittee are, therefore, of the opinion, that, inasmuch as the Geneial Government did not 
acquire the right of soil by the Revolution, and could not after the adoption of the Con¬ 
stitution, that the act for the admission of Alabama into the Union is good and valid, ex¬ 
cept that part which requires the cession by this State of the waste lands; and that that 
part of it is null and void, aad of no effect. Therefore, 

Be it resolved by Ike Senate and House of Representatives of the Stale of Alabama in 
General Assembly convened , That this Geneial Assembly concur with the State of Mis¬ 
sissippi in the opinion expressed by the Legislature of that Stale, in relation te the light 
of tint State to the unappropriated lands within her boundaries. 

Be il further resolved , That this State, being a sovereign St?te, has the exclusive right 
to the soil and domain of all the unappropriated lands within her acknowledged bounda¬ 
ries. 

Be it further resolved , That our Senators be instructed, and our Representatives re¬ 
quested to use their best exertions to induce the Genera! Government to acknowledge 
this right of the State. 

Be it further resolved , That the Governor be requested to transmit a copy of the fore¬ 
going Report and Resolutions-to each of our Senators in Congress; and also to the Exe¬ 
cutives of the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
Georgia, with a request that the same may be laid before the Legislatures of their 
respective States. MOSELEY BAKER, Chairman.

The joint committee appointed by the Genera! Assembly to examine into the stale and 
condition of the Bank of the State of Alabama, beg’ leave to report— 

That they •have been engaged in the performance of the duties assigned them, since 
the pet tod of their appointment to the present time; and although much time has elapsed 
since the commencement of their labors, yet from the multiplicity of their duties as 
members, it was not to he expected that their undivided attention .could be devoledto the 
examination of the Bank. 

Your committee caused the state of the Bank to he made up to include the 18th Decem¬ 
ber, 1830, and find that the Bank is liable for the amount of notes in circulation in the 
sum of six hundred and sixtv-one thousand eight handled and seventy-five dollars, and to 
the amount of individual depo-ites, in the'snm of three hundred and sixty-six thousand 
nine hundred and ninetv-tvvo dollars and thirty-turn and a quarter cents. This item,how¬ 
ever, is composed of the following sums, viz : Tennessee Cana) Fund, amounting to 
$142,239 81; interest on the Three Per Cent Fond. $10,132 00; Revenue Fund, be¬ 
ing an annual dividend declared on the 9th November, 1880, of §30,293 7 6 ; interest on 
tho Scat af'Govcriiinemt Fund, of $0,900 75; State Treasurer, $52,910 75; University* 
Fund and Agent, of §33,578 01; and individual deposits, about one third of which is 
partial payments on notes which fall due 1st and 4lh January, §85,935 52 1-4. 'J'he 
Bank is also liable for the sum of £6,056 29, due other Banks for collections made for 
them, which makes the Bank accountable for the sum of$!,034.923 til 1-4, exclusive of 
the capital stock ; and to meet this sum the Bank possesses, in specie, $08,163 60 1-4; 
in notes of the United States and other solvent'Banks, the sum of §178,188. ' There is 
also due from other Banks in account with this, the sum of §100,157 02. The Bank al¬ 
so possesses, in Bills of exchange, all of which fall due prior to 1st April, (lie sum of 
§152,041 35, and in notes discounted and nil due on 1st and 4th January, (he sum of 
§700,289 22, which amounts to the sum of §1.634,839 22 1-4, exhibiting a most pros¬ 
perous and flattering result of the operation of the Bank sfnee (he last annual examina¬ 
tion, and which is more fully explained in the annexed statement, marked (A,J by which 
statement it will also be seen that the Bank has realized, since the 8th January, itih’Q, as 
profits, the sum of §68,059 58, 

The attention of your committee has been drawn to the solvency of the debtors of the 
Bank ; and in order to ascertain more fully the condition of each individual whose name 
appears on any note due the Bank, the committee invited the attendance of (he delegation 
fro«* each county, and submitted for their examination and inspection, a list of the notes 
from thou* respective couwlfes; and the result of ^is examination proves that there is 
due the Bank, of doubt ful debts, § 1,065, arid of bad debts the sum of § 16,666 00, as will 
be more fully explained by statement (B.) It i-s. hmvevcr, due to the Board < f Directors, 
to state that the amount duo from Jackson county as .vet! as same other counties, Jus 
been due this Bank several years. It is believed that a poition of the sums now reported 
as bad, and doubtful, will yel be recovered; am.; from the cautious manuer in which dis¬ 
counts have been made within the last two years, that u simdai result will not again 
occur. Upon an examination of the blank paper belonging to this institution, your com¬ 
mittee’s attention has been called to the settlement made by a committee of the Board of 
Directors with the l.rte Cashier, in which they have seen that a deficit of two hundred 
and one,impressions of blank post notes was reported try said committee, and could not 
be accounted, for. It is believe*.! by some of the gentlemen who examined the Bank last 
year, that these blank bills were then in their {.dace. Your committee .however, deem¬ 
ed it proper to have an interview with the Board of Directors on this subject, and invited 
the attendance of the Board. From ail the answers given by the Board, as well as indi¬ 
vidual members of their committee, the loss of me paper cannot ho accounted for. It is, 
•however, ascertained, that it has never been the habit of the committees of the Board of 
Directory in their monthly examinations, to count the blank paper; and the first know¬ 
ledge they had of its absence was made known by the committee who was appointed to 
receive from the late Cashier, the books, papers, cash and other effects of the Bank. — 
As soon as it was known, the Board took the necessary steps to prevent imposition on the 
public, by withdrawing from circulation all post notes of this Bank; and it is believed 
no injury can be sustained by the Bank by its io^s. In continuing the examination of 
the blank paper, one impression of Qnes. Twos, and Threes were missing. Thai, how¬ 
ever, has been accounted for by the Cashier’s stating U was measurably destroyed by the 
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imee, They J||bo find one imp^es£ion of Tens and Twentys missing*; and in iiou of that, 
find among tbo Fiftys and Hundreds one impression too many; which induces your com¬ 
mittee to believe a mistake must have originated with the engraver, and that he sent one 
kn press ion of Fifty? end Hundreds in lieu of the Tens and Twentys. 10 older that fu¬ 
ture committees may have a more accurate knowledge of the amount of blank pan r ot: 
hand, your committee have not deemed it irrelevant to state in this report, that the Bank 
possesses, iu blank paper, of the denomination of Fiftys and Hundreds, 502 impr< ssions, 
or sheets, of four notes each.; or the denomination of Tens and Twenty?, 7,704 ditto ; of 
the denomination of Fives, 13,000 ditto ; of the denomination of Ones, Twos and Threes, 
18,942 ditto; and of post notes, 1,288 single impressions. 

Your committee would recommend to the Board of Directors, that in-all future exami¬ 
nation* by the Board, the blank paper should clairn^ome of their attention. Subsequent 
to the 18th ult. the day on which t lie State Bank was made up, a material change has tk- 
ken place in the situation of the debts due the Bank. The notes then due were $700,- 
289 22, and on the lstinst. the ameuntdue on notes was ieduced to the sum ol $ K9.001 
22;and the bills of exchance increased to $756,908 33, and there is no doubt but a much 
larger sum has been paid within the days of grace. Your committee have thought it 
proper to cause an extra statement to be made up, to include the first insl. and is here¬ 
with fin (Vexed, marked (C;) and the statement marked ^D) gives an anri dysis of the capi¬ 
tal stock, shewing the items of which it is composed. And your committee would re¬ 
commend, that tlfC fithd heretofore known as the Seat of Government Fund, be transfer¬ 
red to, and merged in the fund known as the Revenue Fund, as a sum equivalent to the 
Steal of Government Fund has been drawn from the IlevenueTur the erection of a State 
Capitol, and it is proper that it should b<? replaced by that fund. 

,i In closing this report, your committee feel it a duty they owe to themselves, as well os 
to the President and directors, to bear testimony to the judicious ai rangements made 
with the Branch Bank of the Unild State at Mobile, whereby a more enlarged and confi¬ 
dential cireulatkm of Urn paper of this Bank has taken place; and the consequence has 
been, that this institution has not found it necessary to import any specie within the last 
year,which has heretofore been a subject of annual expense,and the calls forspecie with¬ 
in tire last year has only amounted to the sum nf $29,433, a sum very inconsiderable when 
compared with previous years, and may well be attributed to the harmony exisiog be¬ 
tween those two institutions, and the mutual confidence reposed in each other. 

Your cammitCee cannot conclude without expressing their satisfaction with the prompt 
manner in which the Cashier afforded them every facility to enable them to discharge 
the duties assigned them. ,A!1 of which is re-.pcctfully submitted. '

with, it was read a second time forthwith, and recommitted to the same 
committee to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Moore of M. from the committee on lands appropriated for internalim- 
provement, to whom was referred the petition of Williamson Price, praying 
the passage of a law authorizing him to enter a certain tract of land therein 
named, reported that the said tract of Umd not having been selected by the 
commissioners appointed to select, class and value the lands granted to this 
State for the improvement of the Tennessee and other rivers in this State, 
places it entirely beyond the power of the Legislature to legislate on the 
subject. They therefore ask leave to be discharged from the further con¬ 
sideration of the subject; which was granted. 

Mr Durand made the following report: The judiciary committee to which 
was referred a bill to be entitled an ac.t 4 to regulate the rates of wharfage 
in the city of Mobile, have had the same under consideration and report, 
that it has been represented to them (and they have every reason to believe 
the fact) that the wharves now constructed in the city of Mobile are private 
property, recognized by acts of confirmation of the general government and 
belong to many different proprietors, if the said wharves are private pro¬ 
perty, as has been so represented to them, your committee are of opinion 
that it would be unconstitutional to pass the said law regulating the price of 
wharfage ; but should the legislature think otherwise, the *ame committee 
further report, that it has also been represented to them that the said 
wharves have been constructed at vast expense and require very conside¬ 
rable annual repairs to keep them :n order; that many of them have been 
purchased by their present owners at prices predicated on too rates of 
wharfage now charged, and several of them arc now under lease for years, 
with rents reserved, predicated on the present rates of wharfage ; and that 
any interference on the part of the Legislature in this matter would be pro¬ 
ductive of serious losses to the enterprising citizens who now enjoy that 



kind of property. Should the Legislature therefore deem it constitutional 
to legislate on this subject, your committee are of opinion that it would be 
inexpedient and unjust to do so without giving to the proprietors and lessees 
of the said wharves an opportunity to be heard in the premises, as your 
committee have: no data by which to determine what would he just rates of 
wharfage in case the Legislature shotdd deem it constitutional to regulate 
them. Mr Clarn moved that the report lie on the table; which was carried. 
Mr Clark moved that, the further consideration of the bill be postponed 
and made the special order of the day for Monday next; which was earned. 

A message from Hie Senate by mr Gay le : Mr Speaker—The Senate have 
read three several rimes and passed bills of lh*e following titles An act pre¬ 
scribing the mode of payment of persons who mark and lay out State roads;

A bill to set apart the nett proceeds of the funds for 
the establishment of preparatory schools in each county in this State, and 
also sundry resolutions proposing various modes of disposing of the Uni¬ 
versity fond for purposes of education, have instructed rne to report : 'That 
they have bestowed upon these hills and resolutions the consideration and 
attention demanded by their importance. The University is a subject it is 
believed of an anxious and intense solicitude among the citizens of the 
State generally, and the most favorable and beneficial results are anticipa¬ 
ted fmm its .proper management. It is endowed with a capital that will 
place it on equal ground with any literary institution in the United States, 
and from the high character of the individuals who have been selected to 
blithe different professorships, it is believed, that at no distant da}- it will 
have just reason to be proud of the richness and abundance of its literary 
and scientific stores, The committee conceive that at this time, when the 
University it about to commence its operations, it would be unadvisable to 
adopt any plan which has in view a division of its funds. The various pro¬ 
positions contained in those bills and resolutions, contemplate schemes of 
education that give earnest of the benevolence and patriotism of their se¬ 
veral authors. They afford valuable materials for the formation of a sys¬ 
tem that will at some future day extend the benefits and blessings of educa¬ 
tion to every family, and almost to every child, but any attempt to cfmv 
into eflfeet a plan of education at this time on a scale so extensive might en¬ 
danger if not prove fatal to the best interests of the institution. The com* 
mitWee believe that much valuable information on this subject might be de¬ 
rived from the President and Professors of the University, and have in¬ 
structed me to report the bills which [rave been referred to them without

Wheieas, much excitement and much difference of opinion now exist throughout 
the Union in regard to the constitutional powers of Congress; and whereas, there 
is much reason to tear the present excitement will produce a result which everv pa- 
trio?, every lover of Ids country, should earnestly desire may never ensue, it is con¬ 
ceived that tire legislative bodies of curb State should give a firm and decided ex¬ 
pression ot opinion on these momentous questions. Duly impressed. with tfje im¬ 
portance ol union among the different States, this General Assembly views with re¬ 
gret any course ol conduct rpilcedated to destroy that union, or create unnecessary 7 
excitement throughout the United States. The Constitution is of too holy a cha¬ 
racter t,o be approached without tlie purest intentions; and while the General Go¬ 
vernment shall confine^ itself to the exercise alone of those powers given to it, rhis 
Republic and the liberties of the people will exist for ail time to come. Government 
'<-*as constituted for the benefit and welfare of the people, and the powers delegat¬ 
ed to otirv'owu are ^k-ar and well defined. Unwilling at all times that the powers 
of the Government should be eucioached upon, a solemn obligation is nevertheless 
imposed on the Representatives of the people to guard with jealous care the rights 
of the States. The subject which ought, at this lime, to claim the serious atten¬ 
tion of every lovei of the Union, is the tendency of the Government towards a fnm 
consolidated National Government. That such is its piesent tendency, is the ra¬ 
tional and well settled apprehension of the Southern Slates. Perceiving that Con- 
giess churns and exercises powers never contemplated by the framers of the Con¬ 
stitution, they ate alarmed, ns in the integjjty.and soveieignty ofthe diffeieut Stares 
consist their own safety. Disunion they view ns the worst calamity that could be 
inflicted on the country ; and they stand ready armed at a!} times to oppose anv 
such result. That the Federal Government is the exclusive judge of the extent as 
well as the limitations of its own pow ers, is a doctrine uttei !y subversive of the so¬ 
vereignty and independence of the States. That the Supreme Court is the judge of 
the powers of Congress, is aLo a doctrine that- cannot be sanctioned by this Gene¬ 
ra! Assembly, 

In the lesojutioos of Virginia us.d Kentucky, adopted in IT OS, this General As¬ 
sembly fully’coincides,‘ami especially in the following sentiments: 

<* The Ger.eial Assembly doth explicitly and peremptorily declare, that it views 
the powers of the Federal Government, as resulting from the compact to which the 
States are parties, as limited by the plain sense and intention ofthe instiument con¬ 
stituting that compact, as no -further valid than they are authorized by the grants 
enumerated in ‘that compact; and, that in case c,f a deliberate, palpable, and dan¬ 
gerous exercise of £tber power not granted by the compact, the Slates, who .re 
parties thueto, have the rfoht, and are intluty hound, to interpose,, for arresting 
the progress of tin* evil, and for-maintaining within their lespective limits the.au¬ 
thorities, rights a#d liberties appertaining to them. That if those who adfninisfor 
*he General Government he permitted to transgress the limits fixed by that compact, 
by a total disregard to the special delegation of power therein contained, an annihi¬ 
lation of State Governments, and the erection'upon the ruins,, of a general conso¬ 
lidated Government will be the inevitable consequence. That the principles of 
construction* contended for by. some of the State Legislatures, tfea< the General Go¬ 
vernment is the exclusive judge of the extent of the pdwers delegated tp it, srto£ 
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nothing short of despotism $ since the discretion of those who administer the Go* 
vemment, and not the Constitution, would be the measure of their powers. This 
General Assembly, while they believe it to be their duty to protest against certain 
unconstitutional exercises of power by the General Government, and, still further, 
believe that under the Constitution they have sufficient means of redress, yet they 
do not think it prudent for any State, at this time, to throw herself on her own re¬ 
sources. Our oppressors should be borne with until time shall satisfy us that justice 
will not be rendered 11s ; f our polar star should be u Liberty.—the Constitution,—* 
Unionfor, although moderation should he our course, submission should never 
be any part of the character of a sovereign State. 

Resolved \ that the foregoing sentiments are the sentiments of this General As¬ 
sembly. 

Resolvedfurther , that the Governor of this Slate be requested to forward to the 
Executive of each of the Slates, and to each of our members in Congress, a copy 
of the above expose and resolutions.

The fri*. mhess *nd unprotected child 
of genius aud misfortune, wdl he* e dr ink at the ( as'aliao t< tint with 1 he pa*nper*nl sees 
of luxury ami affluence'. It wnu d be an act of mesutmdion io the Uoatd, (nor is it here 
intended,) to attempt to adduce any netv argument m fa-our of the system projected tor 
the adinissio -and education of fh«< the narrowness of whoso me ns would otherwise 
exclude them for *ver from the benefi’s of education. The superior bless, ngs and ad* 
vantages of an enlarged an liberal educahon. none w'.i have the hardihood, in this age 
of improvement to doubt o deny. And upon th general diffusion <>•’ know.c dge through 
the g eat mass of the population, will, »n ah ages and in all count ie% d. pend, in uo 
small degree, the health nd vigor of the body politic. The more you improve at d en¬ 
lighten the public mind, the mo:e secure you tender it against instdtous and infl minatory 
machinations of the actions demagogue. 

Convinced of the truth of these remarks, would we be ?.cff g i' good faiih towards 
those who have placed us upon ti e watedcower of the S a e, that vve shuiiid. with n vigi¬ 
lant and unsUepmg eve, gu r* their rights and liberties if we negbrfed to provide for 
thegeueiaj body of the people he means of ohuiumg that information by which those 
rights and liberties are secured and protected? The mdiscrimimte swing of n.oney is 
neither wisdom nor economy. Tin *e are other <rod« more won In of adoration than 
Mammon. There are cases when expenditure itself ia econ* my. Who w-old applaud 
the wisdom of that commander who, when a fortress is about to be besieged, should pro¬ 
vide neither ammunition nor provisions. lest they sh uhl c-rst money ? How wise would, 
be the conduct of that Government whi<h shou’d neglect to provide those advantage* 
the imr-rovements of the age afford ; winch should n<g eri to place its country, in science 
Or in arts, in peace as well as in wa*, u on an • quality with all surrounding or with all 
rival natioss? Measures, however purely pacific or iutelieclual —measures calculated 
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to enrol our citizens among the benefactors of human society, among those who have 
improved and elevated the human mind, seem generally to be the objects of vigilance and 
suspicion, cautiously investigated, slowly adopted. How readily have millions been 
lavished by almost every nation, every form of government, to desolate and destroy ! 
How reluctantly have thousands, wc might sav hundreds, been given to secuie those 
acquisitions far more important than foreign conquests or military triumphs—those prin¬ 
ciples which can alone render conquest ot triumph of any value ! For, what creates 
nat ional happiness ? what constitutes national glory ? Is it the mere exertions of physi¬ 
cal force; the struggles of (lie animal man; the waste of human life? Alas! if these 
are the elements of glory, what family of the savage Indian, what horde of the wander¬ 
ing Tartar, what tribe of the children of Ismael, what kraal or village of the Hotentot 
or the Ethiope. would not be illumined by its beams? When has man been found, aid 
permitted regulated passions, tempered ambition, and intellectual dictates to guide his 
footsteps? And it is only in proportion as these powers which distinguish him trorn the 
rest of the animal creatb n are exercised, that lie manifests his high station, that he as¬ 
sumes 1 he rank allotted to him in the scale of creation. It is rational, not physical man, 
that guides, and governs, and elevates, and dignifies the human race. It is rational, 
not physical, that aspires to Heaven. 

It was not Salamis—it was not Marathon or Plafma, that lias perpetuated the name of 
Athens. What were (he conquests or victories of Republican Greece, to tiio^e of Al- 
tila. o/Zinges, or Timour ? It was that illustrious race whom she reared in, or attracted 
to her schools, her temples, her academic groves; those who gave to immortality the 
breathings of poetry, the speculations of philosophy, the martial deeds of themselves, 
of their ancestors, and compatriots; sages who extended the powers of the human intel¬ 
lect, and threw a shadowy, yet enduring halo of glory around their country, that endears 
her name, her language, her fortunes, even to the present hour. How greatly, then, 
should we feel indebted to those who, having the means, almost the destinies of the 
nation under their control, with true patriotism and wise economy, unmindful of local 
or temporary 7 feelings, give to their country those institutions necessary for ihe intellec¬ 
tual improvement of her citizens; give to the rising genarations those advantages which 
may make them worthy of their country. These are benefactions which posterity shall 
acknowledge. These are the acts which shall give to national character that lustre no 
other services can bestow : will give to patriotism those motives for inculcating the love 
cf country, which patriotism may be proud to employ. 

Neither let if be said, that these aids have not been hitherto required to raise up illus¬ 
trious men, who have exalted the character of the land that gave them birth, and whom 
that land now remembers with gratitude and respect. Let not solitary examples ot mo¬ 
ral greatness deceive us. Even if uncommon minds, if haoscendant talents, can some¬ 
times pierce through the darkness with which ignorance, and neglect, and perhaps po¬ 
verty has enshrouded them ; if they sometimes burst upon an admiring or an astonished 
world, awing, overpowering, consuming,—these are not the exhibitions of genius we re¬ 
quire. Even if these portentous visions prove beneficent, they l uit us not. 7heir ex¬ 
ample is illusive—it misleads mankind. It is not the meteor fire glaring through our 
atmosphere, we wish to see, but a steady and enduring light. We want not in our sys¬ 
tem a sun dazzling and obscuring all lesser oi bs by its refulgence; but a diffusion of 
similar and nearlv equal luminaries, like the bright firmament of night, where, although 
one star may differ from another star in glory, yet no one beams with overpowering 
lustre, no one conceals the order and regularity of the system, no one interrupts or dis¬ 
turbs the harmony of the scene. ... .... 

Yet even in other respects these examples are deceptive. For it is only or principally 
in those ca c os when man is to he controlled and governed ; in those cases where mental 
energy and sagacity must be promptly and vigorously exercised, that untried and un¬ 
trained talents have been develooed. And no one doubts that their effects would have 
been greater, their influence more beneficial, if their sphere of obser vation had been 
more extended ; if such minds had been permitted to enlarge and correct their own views 
by the examples and recorded wisdom of kindred spirits. 

But in knowledge which consists in tire accumulation of observations, opinions, and 
facts, who can travel through the maze of science, unaided and alone ? who can dispense 
with the labours of those who have preceded him ? who could take up, as an unknown, 
unstudied book, the great volume of nature, and acquire in the term of human life even 
an imperfect reading? What strength of mind, what sagacity, can compensate the 

want of collateral assistance? What architect can build without materials. 

The time, the talents of thousands have been for ages devoted to science. v\ e should 
be acquainted with ail their discoveries; we should be placed upon the same elevated 
level with our contemporaries, before we can join advantageously or fairly in their efforts, 
and become companions in their triumphs; before we can accurately determine what 
portions of the great fabric of science arc imperfect or defective; what portions invite 



our research; in what sections exertions arc! atte ntion are wanting*; when that would 
bo superflti'Uv. In the*c labi uis the loft\ and aspiring irnnd ol ma <;< lipl.t*> to engage, 
whether stimulated b\ into est 01 curiosity,» rexcited by an ardent des<re to lot k b»-\ond 
himself; to und* retard the l ws and a» i angtinen's of that system to which he finds hims 
self connected ; to converse with wisdom ; It become f. miliar wuh ti.e manili s anon* 
of power ; to view wi'h an eye of int» lligence as well as adirmation the unfailing exhi¬ 
bition of beautv, magnificence, and order. 

It is in employments and moments like this, that the mind seems to disfranchise itself 
ft o.i the shat klcs o^ its matcnal fr me; o diseoctun* er itself f r«in the dross c mortalitt ; 
to feel the c-vershad<-w<ni s and inspuatioos of a puer and a loft it r sjint.lt is then that 
man pants to place ti e impress of groatm ss and di.ruticn. the seal of immortality on all 
that surrounds h m ; tt> ii corj oral« himself with the sc« nes and events that pass aloi g; 
to live not for the present hour, hut for tin ages and generations that are to come. And, 
however, to tic inert or the unuehng. to the egotist or sensualist «hes^ aspirations may 
appear absurd or idle, such is the condi'ioti of our existence, that noth ng g eat nothing 
wordiy or b eathing of immortality, can he expected fiom the individual or tin nation, 
whose views never sour beyond the wants the enjoyments, the de-i'es oi ti e piesent 
hour. M n lives more than he is aware of for posterity ; and o!ten his grea'est enjoy¬ 
ments are derive d from the putsuit and accomplishment of those objects which, while 
they scat tor blessings around it e present gore alien, ( roimse, pci haps eueine benefits 
to distant aies. He builds temples that a -u'ure race may woiship ; creates i stitut ons 
whe e another age i-tiall he ins rueved ; frames laws and cons'i'utionp by which they 
shall be guided and protected ; lears monuments that shall testify to them l is triumphs 
and improvements. And posterity repays them with the tribute of lespect and venera¬ 
tion ‘he undying name, the deep teeliDg of admiration which departed greatness always 
in putS- Even inanurate i bjects reviv* the strong im. cessions which the. mind re* 
c tves from the remembrance of the deeds of the ages whi« h have passed away, as they 
testify to the power a'd the grandeur of the mighty who have fallen. Who can walk 
atmdst the ruins of Egyptian Thebes, and not r< me ml ei and eel. even m w. the power 
arid magnificence of the race that erected her slupenduous fabrics ? Who can wan* 
dei amongst the mouldering ruins of classic Greece without recalling the visions 
of her greatness, the memory of her s^ge* and her chiefs, the talen s of those 
gif : cd men whose productions arc even now the admiration of mankind? But who in* 
quires where the Tartar or the Arab last pitch, d his tent ? W/bo cares where the savage 
of the forest bui ds his occasional wigwam? It is thus that Ve memory and character «u a 
country becomes identified with the mtellec ual powers and employments ot her offspring. 

A.nd shall we, who are certainly not incurious as to the concerns of this world be in- 
diff ent to the re ublic of letters? Must we be so engrossed in the language and 
concerns o< business 'hat we c'rnno' listen to the language of , oetic tnspuatioo ? And 
must w for, ver and unceasingly be deatened by the din of cong.essional rivalries? Is 
th re between the rebukes and acclamations ol pa tizans and the i ot warfare of canvass 
for office no happy motm ot of tranquillity in which the genius of learning may rais. her 
humble head f-aHessly, and be res- ected, and the pursuits of comerm lative life be 
ch ore ’ by the free ex ression of general approbation, and quickened into excellence 

bv the bemgmtv of an attentive nation ? .

A Message was received from the Governor by James I. Thornton, which is as 
follows: Mr Speaker—I am r« quested bv the Governor to irh»»m your honorable 
body, that he did on this day approve and sijni the following hills: Ao act to ptn- 
vide for the payment of the petit jurors in the (’entity Gourt of Pike county; an act 
(note effectual I v to secure the compensation allowed .bv law ;o the jurors of Monroe 
County; an act to discontinue and establish certain election ptecincts therein speci¬ 
fied; an art to attach part of Wilcox county to the county of Choke; an act h*r 
the payment of certain claims therein spe< ified ; an art divorcing ceitam poisons 
therein named; an act to auduoizv William M. Marr to open and keep in repai.r a 
certain road therein mentioned; ao <ct for the relief William Jones, tax « o!b ctor 
of Lawrence countv; an act to prohibit the Clerks of th*- Cjrnrit and t nunty ( oorts 
of Tuscaloosa county, from taxing in the hill of costs a county tax on judgements 
rendeied in favour of the Bank of the Stale of Alabama; an act for *he relief of 
Collin Bishop ; and an art making appropriations for the payment of certain claims 
against the State. 

The House being about to close its session, Mr Speaker addressed the House as 
follows: 

Gentlemen —The hour has arrived which dissolves our conexion as 
members of this body, and brings to a close our labors as representatives 
of the people. The trust which you have confided to me, is now return¬ 
ed into your hands. From my inexperience, and a conviction of mv ina¬ 
bility, I entered upon the discharge of its duties with fearful apprehensions 
of the result; the resolution, however, which you have just passed, 
affords conclusive proof that whatever dis rust I mav have entertained of 
myself, I have not entirely disappointed your expectations: indeed, the 
very flattering expression of approbation it bears of the course which I 
fiave pursued, excites emotions of grateful sensibility, which time cannot 
efface from mv remembrance. If a rigid and an inflexible enforcement 
of the rub s of this House, and the laws which govern deliberative as¬ 
semblies, has given momentary displeasure to one of you, an apology. I 
hope, will be found in the anxious solicitude which I have felt for the des¬ 
patch of business, and for the character and dignity of this body. I have 
endeavored to a'oid giving just cause oi offence to any ; but I must say, 
that, without regard to consequences, I have endeavored to discharge 
my duty. 

We are now about to separate, some of us for a time, many of us, 
doubtless, forever. If, in the collision of conflicting opinions during our 
deliberations, angrv and unpleasant feelings have been excited, let me beg 
you to offer them here as sacrifices on the altar of \our country’s good. 
It is right, it is salutary, that a difference ol sentiment should exist among 
us both on local and on great national points of policy ; hut where p 
pies and not men , are the governing rule of our action, there is no cause 
for rancorous hostility, or even unfriendly feeling. Let us, then, retViain 
personal friends, though we become political opponents. 

Accept, gentlemen, my pravers for your sa e and speedv arrival to the 
bosom of your families. May you find them contented and happy; and 
may those for whom you have here acted, reward the exertions you have 
made for the promotion of their interest and the security of their rights, 
with a renewal of increased confidence and esteem. 

Allow me to tender you individually my most friendly salutations, and 
an affectionate adieu.
